We are now in the miftst of what jirom- 


ises to be the greatest and most disastrous 
freshet that has ever occurred in the Alle- 
ghany Valley since the memorable flood of 
1832. The people residing in the imme- 
diate vicinity .of the dty have been pre- 
pared for it, and their precautions will, 
therefore, save them the usual disasters 
resulting from a sudden rising of waters. 
Duringthe day, yesterday, the most pain- 
ful rumors were afloat in the city relative 
to disasters by the flood in Oil City, frank- 
lin, and-other towns along the river. 
Houses with their.residcnts in them were 
reported to be carried off from Oil City 
and part of the .town of Franklin swept 


. away by.the,angry.water. The Allcgha- 


ny river,*.- at this city, commenced risin" 
rapidly;on Thursday morning, and contin- 
ued to swell'during the night and yester- 
day at the rate of ab'out six indies per 
hour. At dusk last evening the water had 
risen to twenty-seven feet, and the lower 
portions of Allegheny were completely 
submerged. A large number of families 
were compelled to vacate their dwellings, 
while many others removed their effects' 
to the upper stories, and held comniuniea- 
lion to the main land by means of skiffs 
and small rafts. The excitement was in- 
tense, and the abutments and footwalks 
of the St. Clair street suspension bridge 
were crowded with people anxiously gaz- 
ing upon the rising waters. 
'' 


An immense amount of property has 


been destroyed, which is estimated by mil- 
lions of dollars. The river was literally 
covered with oil barrels and lumber durino- 
the day and evening. Three frame dwel" 
ling houses floated down during the after- 
noon, one of them having a stove pipe pro- 
truding through the roof, from which the 
smoke was issuing. One of the houses 
was drawn by the currentto the Allegheny 
side_of the river, and mowed in safety near 
the island. A span of a bridge, about one 
hundred feet in length, passed down, to- 
gether with thousands of oil barrels ; lum- 
ber which had apparently Leen piled in 
yards and carried from their foundations, 
remaining intact, rafts, floats, derrick!- 
saw logs, and everything that could possi- 
bly float away.
